Chan- | 
cellor Von Caprivi, speaking in the Reichstag, 
put the matter in a nutshell thus: ‘Lest at 
apy time we are unable to preserve peace, it 
must be our desire to possess as many faithful 
allies as possible. These we will be able to 
gain by smoothing the path of politico-com- 
mercial union.” The treaties are to hold for 
twelve years. It will be noticed that the 
great nations of France, Russia and Great 
Britain, as well as Spain, are excluded from 
the benefit of these treaties. In other words,

We are, however, negotiating a preferential | 
treaty with Germany which will ameliorate | 
the condition in a marked degree. To Ger- 
many, in its relations with these 
European countries, it means almost inevi- 
tably that a close commercial relation must 
sooner or later result in a firmer political 
affiliation. 
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Rarely has a President's Message been re- 
ceived with more attentive consideration than 
the one recently submitted by President Har- 
rison. Even in a House politically hostile 
and with 150 new members, it received a more 
patient hearing than usual, while in the Sen- 
ate it was listened to with marked deference. 
The country had been waiting for an official 
expression on several topics which had come 
‘o be of marked importance. The President 
did not follow the usual custom of presenting 
irst the condition of our relations with for- 
eign governments, but opened with a careful 
review of the reports of the various heads of 
departments and the recommendations there- 
incontained. His first notable statement is 
that an agreement for arbitration had been 
reached in the Bering Sea difficulty, and that 
the selection of arbitrators was pending. He 
ecommends legislation which shall give the 
United States Court jurisdiction over offences 
Committed against foreigners domiciled in 
this country, so as to remedy such incidents 
48 Occurred at New Orleans.

Russia has never made any secret of its pur- 
pose to push on across Turkestan 
Afghanistan to the very gates of India. 
a year passes but there is a skirmish on this | 
frontier of more or less severity. The recent 
movement in the Pamir territory — an open 
region bounded on the north by Russia, on 
the east by Chinese Turkestan, and on the 
south by Afghanistan — has awakened much 
interest, for, although it is primarily a con- 
test between British troops and certain 
tribesmen who have entrenched themselves 
on territory claimed as Russian—a claim 
resolutely denied by England —it is certain 
that these tribesmen were instigated by Rus- 
sia, and that she had determined to acquire 
the territory by force, if need be, and hold 
it. England has not been asleep all this 
time, but is ever on the alert. It is confi- 
dently believed that just such conflicts as 
this will ultimately set the armies of each 
nation in motion. Russia’s objective point 
is India; that gained, the whole world would 
doubtless be involved in a war to check the 
progress of her barbarous hordes fired by 
the fanaticism of the Greek Church. A large 
factor in that future will be China, which can 
put millions of men into the field, led by En- 
glish officers, and whose proximity to the 
scene of conflict will enable her to do effect- 
ive service. Europe will not be Cossack, as 
Napoleon predicted, without a conflict in 
which the whole world will have an interest. 





Briefer Comment. 


HE conquests of reciprocity come on apace. 
Scarcely have those of Germany and Spain 
been accomplished than in rapid succession comes 
the news of the establishment of similar treaties with 
the West Indies. The far reaching importance of the 
McKinley bill is beginning to be recognized, and the 
example of the United States in arranging preferential 
treaties and in gaining valuable concessions is being 
followed by Europe very closely. The reciprocity 
negotiations with the sugar-producing colonies of 
Great Britain in the West Indies have been completed, 
with the exception of Jamaica. They include Trini- 
dad and Barbadoes, and also Demerara in British 
Guiana. It is confidently believed that Jamaica will 
ultimately enter into a satisfactory treaty. 





HE public school question in Manitoba is com- 

ing to be a serious one. It will be remembered 
that the Roman Catholics claimed a portion of the 
school funds for the separate maintenance of 
parochial schools —a position which has been strongly 
combated in the Province. A recent appeal by the 
Catholics to the Supreme Court at the Dominion cap- 
ital has drawn out a decision compelling the Province 
to supply the needed funds for supporting these 
schools. The grouod taken by the Court is that the 
church had a moral right to have separate schools 
under the terms of the establishment of the Province. 
The Government will carry the matter to the Privy 
Council of England. It seems, however, that the 
trouble has but just begun, for now the Episcopalians 
have applied to the courts to compel the maintenance 
of Episcopalian schools in Canada Northwest. They

No matter how 
large a part piety may play in a man’s life, 
untess it permeates and dominates the whole 
of it, itisfalse piety. His highest professions 
amount to nothing unless they are borne out 
by every smallest act of every day. 

But it is not necessary that piety should be 
pretentious in order to be genuine; rather, it 
is necessary, in almost every case, that 
should not be pretentious in order to be 
genuine. The piety of man, like everything 
else which he essays in his imperfect way, 
ought to be humble. He need not claim to 
be immaculately good. Only let him make 
his piety square with his character — let him 
be genuine, let him be consistent. Piety may 
be genuine though it makes no claims to being 
transcendent. True piety is oftener of the 
poor publican than the proud Pharisee type. 
It stands with bowed head oftener than with 
jubilant face turned heavenward. It pleads 
its failings rather than vaunts its perfections. 
But it goes away justified, because God loves 
a character that squares with its professions. 





HISTORY OF THE NEW ENGLAND 
SOUTHERN CONFERENCE. 


REV. M. J. TALBOT, D. D. 


ETHODIS*M in this portion of New En- 
gland originated from Rev. Jesse 

Lee's visit to southeastern Connecticut and 
southern Rhode Island from his field in Fair- 
field County, Conn., in 1789. He formed no 
circuits at this time; and no church now ex- 
isting traces its origin to this visit. In the 
following summer, in a more extended jour- 
ney, he laid foundations for permanent work, 
preaching at Windham and Norwich in Con- 
necticut, Newport, Bristol and Warren, R. I., 
spending a few days in Providence, where he 
preached several sermons, and thence pro- 
ceeding to Boston. In 1791, the preachers on 
Hartford circuit, lying on both sides of Con- 
necticut River, extended their travels as far 
east as Warren, R. I., which became the head 
of a circuit the following year, reaching as 
far as Bridgewater, Mass. Greenwich circuit 
embraced all western Rhode Island. Tolland 
circuit and Thompson circuit covered the 
ground in eastern Connecticut, and Method- 
ism was speedily planted in every portion of 
the present New England Southern Confer- 
ence. With the decline of the circuit system, 
it became extinct in numerous small and rural 
communities, and now has no existence in 
many parts of this territory. While these 
losses are to be deplored, it is gratifying to 
know that, in the aggregate, there have ben 
substantial gaius throughout the entire Con- 
ference, and churches of comparative strength 
have grown up in nearly all the towns and

With such zeai and fidelity has the work been 
| prosecuted, that at the end of the second half 
jof the century the Conference numbers 215 
ministers, with 186 pastoral charges, and a 
|membership of 25.053. Of this number 47 
| per cent. are in Massachusetts, 26 in Connect- 
icut, and 27 in Rhode Island. The increase 
|in Rhode Island is 238 percent. Yet these 
| figures tell only part of the story. They do 
| not show the constant changes in population, 
| the decline of once flourishing towns on the 
seaboard, the exodus from the farming re- 
gions, the substitution of French and Irish 
Catholics for American Protestants in our 
manufacturing villages, or the vast emigra- 
tion to other parts of the country, in which 
thousands ‘have gone to build up the cause 
elsewhere. It has thus come about that many 
churches once strong have either become ex- 
tinct or are maintaining but a feeble existence. 
Nevertheless, against all these drawbacks 
and discouragements the increase has been 
135 per cent. The scholars in the Sabbath- 
schools have increased 274 per cent. The 
Academy, in its infancy in 1841, is a flourish- 
ing and widely-influential school, with prop- 
erty, including endowment, worth nearly 
$100,000. The church property is valued at 
nearly $2,000,000, and the amount given to 
missions and other benevolences of the 
church in the last year was more than 
$27,000. 

The times of 1891 are different in many re- 
spects from those of 1841, but the work, 
though changed in many particulars and be- 
come more systematic and exacting, is essen- 
tially the same, for now as then the church 
solemnly says to its pastors, ‘‘ Observe! it is 
not your business only to preach so many 
times, and to take care of this or that socie- 
ty, but to save as many as you can; to bring 
aS many sinners as you can to repentance, and 
with all your power to build them up in that 
holiness without which they cannot see the 
Lord.” Vigorous, energetic young men, ed- 
ucated and trained, and filled with the Holy 
Ghost, are in the places of the fathers who 
have passed away. It may be that the style 
of preaching is somewhat changed, possibly 
in some cases due to a false conception of the 
preaching demanded by the times, but the 
doctrines are the old Wesleyan doctrines of a 
free and full salvation to be sought and ex- 
perienced now. The religious spirit of our 
people is as true and deep as in former days, 
though manifesting itself often in other 
ways. Theclass-meeting may not be as well 
attended, but there is more of Christian work. 
Responsibility for the conquest of the world 
to Christ is more deeply felt, expressing it- 
self not only in behalf of the heathen abroad, 
but in labors at home. And not the least is 
the training in the Epworth League of our 
young people to a higher Christian and Meth- 
odist intelligence and to working together with

WOMEN WHOM I HAVE KNOWN.

N coming within the bounds of the New 
England Southern Conference, the first 
to greet me was the wife of Rev. H. W. 
Houghton, then at East Greenwich, R. L., a 
lady of strength of character and of culture 
of mind and heart, who had few peers in piety 
and Christian work. Her exhortations, testi- 
monies and prayers in the social means of 
grace were impressive. I have retained some 
of them, and oft as they are called to mind, 
they seem as phonographed to my listening 
ear. Sister Houghton is now gratefully remem- 
bered in that church, and cited as a model 
itinerant’s wife. 
In the same church, at a later date, I met 
Miss Sarah H. Palmer, daughter of one of 

















our itinerant preachers, young in years, but 


having been a faithful worker in the church 
until her natural vision failed; now the peo- 
ple come to her for judgment, and she sends

possessed. 

And still another with whom I sojourned in 
this place rises up before me — Mrs. Maria, 
Husted, a worker for many years in our Con- 
ference, a woman who had early advantages’ 
above many, and who sought to so use them as 
to make life’s path smoother and brighter to 
others. Like some of the women of Paul’s 
day, she ministered to the necessities of many, 
and with a delight that made you fee) you 
gave her pleasure when you accepted what 
she so kindly proffered. She was an intelli- 
gent companion in social life, of stately mien, 
noble in her integrity of Christian character, 
and without the insignia would be recognized 
as a ‘* Daughter of the King.” 

Had I space, I could enumerate other virt- 
ues. Our glorious Methodism gives a wide 
range of vision in selecting women of piety 
and good works whom neither God nor their 
consciences condemn; and as surely as 
the worlds roll on in their own orbits, so 
surely will these natural and spiritual born 
leaders move in the path assigned them by 
the Infinite. 

We have an illustration of this in the life 
of our late beloved sister, Eliza A. Ballou, of 
Woonsocket, R. I. No peer had she among 
the membership of her church, and, I think I 
might add, in our Conference. Brave in the 
cause of temperance, when bravery cost 
something, and also in attacks upon every 
vice, whether found in the great among men 
who frequented her home, or in the lower 
ranks of life, all were alike under her con- 
demnation, and had to meet the requirements 
of the hotel over which she had charge. Many 
poor families were fed by her bounty, and 
none in distress were turned away. Her serv- 
ants would remain with her for years, count- 
ing themselves happy in her service. Her 
generosity to the church knew no bounds, 
and when the poor could share in it, she was a 
meet object-lesson of the provisions of the 
Gospel. Whatever she put her hand to in 
church work, she made it to prosper not only 
through her personal eflort, but by the in-. 
spiration she gave to others. She was wise in 
counsel, discriminating in plans, and ever 
alive to the spiritual interests of the church. 
Long will she live in the memories and hearts 
of her co-laborers ! 


But our short list of women of piety and 
good works must not close without mention | 
of Cape Cod, where nobility of soul and gen- 
erosity abound. Sterility belongs to the soil 
alone; the ocean with its wide expanse and 
the ceaseless music of its waves rather shad- 
ows forth the largeness of heart and service 
done here for the Master. In Wareham, in 
1866, the Methodist Episcopal Church was 
closed, not being able to support a preacher, 
and a few godly women — Mrs. Meribah Samp- 
son, Mrs. Hannah Stevens, Mrs. Susan 
Hamblin and Mrs. Ann A. Hinckley — re- 
solved to keep up the social means of grace, 
and did so for years. In 1869 the church was 
opened again through the labors of these sis- 
ters, who had toiled during these years to 
keep a fire burning onthe altar. And now 
the church in its increasing prosperity not 
only rejoices in the work wrought, but in still 
having these burden-bearers in its midst.

REV. W. J. YATES. 


The Effective Men, Members in Full. 


Josreru B. ACKLEY was born and has passed most 
of his life in “ the land of steady babits.’’ He grad- 
uated at Wesleyan University, 1884, and entered 
Conference the next year. With one exception, his 
stations have all been in his native State. He has 
not needed to go where he is unknown, to succeed. 

Joun Q. ADAMS was converted and joined the 
church in his native town, Warren, R.I., in 1846. 
As a local preacher, for several years he builded the 
spiritual house of God and worked at bis trade as 
house carpenter. Since entering Conference on trial 
in ’69, he has done substantial work. 


NatHan C. ALGEx came tous in 1888 from New 
Hampshire Conference. He has been stationed at 
Marshfield, Chatham and Fairhaven. At the latter 
place considerable revival interest has been manifested. 
He is secretary of the New Bedford District Minis- 
terial Association. 


Joun H. ALLEN is recognized as one of the schol- 
arly men of the Conference and as a thoroughly 
sound preacher. A graduate of Dartmouth College 
and of Boston University School of Theology (class 
of ’73), and a student at Leipsic, Germany, he is 
eminently fitted fora chair in some of our educa- 
tional institutions. His churches have always ap- 
preciated his work. 


Wim H. ALLEN entered Conference in 84, and 
has won steady advancement by close application to 
his work. Some of his sermons, in which he takes 
high grounds regarding popular amusements of 
questionable tendency, have been published by the 
secular press. They stamp him as a man of deep 
moral convictions and of much pulpit power. 


ALEXANDER ANDERSON, for above twenty-five 
years, has served with more than ordinary success 
charches of various gradesin all parts of the Con- 
ference. As pastor and preacher he aims at the cul- 
tivation of practical piety. Revivals have usually 
rewarded his labors, and in several places have been 
extensive. 


Epwarp J. Ayres is a Virginian. He entered 
Wilmington Conference in 1871, and transferred to 
this in ‘75. Conspicuous position has not been 
sought, but faithful service in humble position has 
been cheerfully given by him and has received honor- 
able recognition by the church. 


Epwiy G. Bascock was called from the shoe mak- 
er’s bench to the army, and enlisted in the 34th 
Mass. Regiment. Losing a foot in the battle of 
Lynchburg, he was honorably discharged in ’65. 
Heeding the call to the ministry, he attended Boston 
University School of Theology and was honorably 
discharged ready for service in 1869. Since then he 
has done the duty of a faithful, loyal soldier of Christ 
and the church. 


FReperRicx C. Baxsgr, born in England, converted 
in Massachusetts, and called to the ministry, was not 
privileged to take a full course in one of our schools. 
Like many others, he supplies by native tact and 
bard swidy the lack of early advantages, and suc- 
ceeds by dint of work. 

James I. BarTHOLOMEW is a Wisconsin man. 
After graduating at Lawrence University, he did 
pioneer service in the Black Hills Mission. Since 
coming East, in ’86, he has won recognition in this 
Conference as a clear, philosophical thinker, ready 
debater, sound sermonizer, and earnestly pious pas- 
tor. He is the enemy of all sham, and friend of 
every true reform. 


Epwarp C. Bass came to us in ’89 from the 
Maine Conference. He had served prominent charges 
previ.usly in both the Vermont and New Hampshire 
Con‘ersnces. To fill as acceptably as he is doing the 
pulpit of his present charge, places him in line with the 
able men of the Conference. 


Georce H. Bares is from a family noted in New 
Engiand Methodism for its preachers. He makes 
things ‘‘go’’ —not by force of preaching alone; but 
be meets men on many lines, determined to win 
them to Christ, and usually accomplishes his pur 
pose. He was in the army during the war. 

BamvueL M. Beat, of Massachusetts birth, was 
graduated at Wilbraham and Boston School of The- 
ology. In opinions, orthodox; im speech, direct and 
plain; in action, conscientious, there 1s no un- 
certain sound in the trumpet of the Gospel as used 
by him. 

Hewxey E. Benoit wasa Fall River boy. In youth 
he was converted from Roman Catholicism and 
turned toward the ministry among the French-Cana- 
diaus. Since 1888 he has labored with zeal in estab- 
lishing the work in Woonsocket, and recently has 
started services in several other places where there 
are promising signs. 

8.0. Benton comes from a line of Methodist 
preachers. iis grandfather and father were for 
many years honored members of our Conference. 
With only the advantages of a high school and sem 
inary course, he has attained to scholarship worthy 
the honorary degree of A. M., conferred by Wesleyan 
University in 1887. He has filled acceptably some of 
our largest charges, and was elected delegate to the 
last General Conference while a pastor. Sterling in- 
tegrity, sound judgment, and practical piety are his 
prominent characteristie. He is as successful as 
presiding elder as he was as preacher in charge. 


Jacos Betts is a Nova Scotian by birth, licensed 
to preach in New Brunswick, but admitted on trial 
to Conference in Providence, R. 1., in 1882. He had 

* preached five years before coming to the States, and 
80 possessed more than usual experience when he 
took work with us. 


F. D. BLAKESLEE, if not a born educator, is cer- 
tainly an unusually successful one. Pursuing the 
full course at Genesee College, he graduated in the 
first class of Syracuse University. He had early 
experience as quartermaster’s clerk in the army, in 
the pastorate, and in teaching school. In 1873 he 
was called to the principalship of East Greenwich 
Academy. Under his management it has attained a 
degree of prosperity never before known. A year of 
study and travel in Europe, and another year as pas- 
tor at Newport, R.1., prepared him for the severe 
task so recently and grandly completed of clearing 
the school from debt and increasing its efficiency in 
a high degree. Wesleyan University conferred the 
doctorate in djivinity upon him. 


Bensamin K. Boswortu has spent more years in 
the service than usually falls to the lot of Methodist 
ministers, and is now doing as excellent work as 
ever. It is a little singular that, born in Swansea, 
Mass., all his labor has been in charges in south- 
eastern Massachusetts, excepting a single year at 
Mapleville, R. 1. Inthe pulpit he is clear in state- 
ment, sound in doctrine, and pleasing in address. 


Geronrce E. BrigHTMAN was called from the coun- 
ter of a dry goods store to preach the Gospel. He 
fitted at East Greenwich Academy. He comes from 
a Convecticut home. Ready of speech, and naturally 
impressive and earnest in manner, he has steadily 
advanced in position and influence since he joined 
Conference ten years since. 


Dentson L. Brown is another man of Connecticut 
origin. He was converted at Willimantic camp- 
meeting in 1860. He served in the army during the 
war, rising to the position of lieutenant. After being 
honorably discharged, he entered the ministry in 
1865, and has served in the army of the Lord of 
Hosts ¢fficiently since then. As treasurer of the 
Conference claimants’ funds, he has filled, accept- 
ably to his brethren, a difficalt position for several 
years, and earned the gratitude of all interested in 
that department. His place would be hard to fill. 


James Bream in early life learned the blacksmith’s 
trade in England. Later he studied at Kent’s Hill, 
Me., and entered East Maine Conference. On his 
tirst charge nearly 250 persons professed conversion, 
and revivals have been the order of the day since. 
He came to us in October, 1890.

Wattse P. Buck spent his boyhood on « Penn- 
sylvania farm. Afterward he taught school and 
studied at Wesleyan University. He has taken two 
charges since graduation, on both of which gracious 
revivals have occurred. He stands well among his 
brethren and the churches. 


Ricuarp Burn entered the Conference in 1875, 
and has faithfully filled his stations. Without striv- 
ing for exalted position or personal notoriety, he has 
quietly, but none the less successfully, built up the 
church and won sinners to Jesus Christ. 





Rev. 8. 0. Benton. 
Presiding Eider Providence District. 

Rev. Stephen Olin Benton was born in Middle- 
town, Conn., April 30, 1849. He prepared for col- 
lege partly at the Heigle School of Providence, and 
partly under private instruction. The attempt to 
pursue a college course was abandoned on account 
of impaired health, but a few months were spent in 
special studies at the East Greenwich Academy. The 
degree of Master of Arts was conferred upon him 
several years ago by Wesleyan University. He pro- 
fessed conversion in early life and united with the 
Broadway Church in Providence. At the age of 
seventeen years he was licensed as a local preacher 
at Stafford Springs. In April, 1869, he assumed the 
pastoral charge of Dighton, Mass., under the presid- 
ing eldership of the late Rev. 8. C. Brown, D. D. 
A year later he was received on trial in the Confer 
ence, and through the two years of his probation 
continued in charge of the church at Dighton. In 
1872 he became a member in fuil connection with the 
Conference. His subsequent appointments have 
been, successively: Vernon, Norwich, East Main 
Street, East Greenwich, Danielsonville, Burnside, 
New London, County Street, New Bedford, and 
Chestnut Street, Providence. After two years of 
service at the last-named church he was appointed at 
the Conference of 1890 to his present position. 

Mr. Benton is the ghird representative of his fam- 
ily in the Methodist ministry. His grandfather, the 
late Rev. Erastus Benton, was one of the original 
members of the Providence, now the New England 
Southern, Conference. His father, Rev. Josiah T. 
Benton, of Niantic, has been a member of the same 
Conference since 1854. 

In 1885 he was elected the secretary of the Confer- 
ence and has been re elected to that office each year 
since that time. In 1888 he represented his Confer- 
ence as a delegate to the General Conference in New 
York. He resides at Providence, R. I. 





J. 8. BrrpGerorp was lumber inspector of Albany 
District, N. Y., before he was a preacher. He was 
also foreman on the new capitol, Albany. After six 
years at Drew Theological Seminary, he joined the 
Troy Conference in 1876. He came to us last spring. 
We expect good things from him. 

Grorcs H. Buriee was converted in young man- 
hood in his Massachusetts home. He studied at 
Kent's Hill, Me., and East Greenwich. After fol- 
lowing the profession of dentistry for several years, 
he resolved to devote himself to the work of the 
Methodist itinerancy. Two years were spent in the 
School of Theology at Boston, and after supplying 
under the presiding elder for some time, he joined 
Conference in 1877. His work is characterized by 
substantiality and general effectiveness. 


Hopxins B. Capy was converted ‘in his carriage, 
riding through Pascoag woods, 9.30 a.m., Feb. 18, 
1866."" Becoming a member of Trinity Church, 
Providence, he was licensed to exhort and preach. 
He served eighteen months in the army as captain 
and major in Rhode Island regiments. After some 
years spent in business life, he entered the ministry, 
and from the humblest charges has steadily risen to 
some of the largest. He is a popular preacher, and 
usually has a church well filled. Musical and artist- 
ic talents he possesses in high degree, and is in every 
respect a live man. 


Frank L. Brooks is one of the young men of the 
Conference, versatile in talent, consecrated in spirit, 
and indomitable in perseverance. He has uncom- 
plainingly suffered hardships and succeeded in work 
which would have utterly discouraged a less deter- 
mined man. Such labors fit one for larger places, 
and the man is inevitably discovered sooner or later. 
He studied at Boston School of Theology. 


ALBERT CAMERON entered the work in 1876 in 
Pittsburgh Conference. From ’85 to ’88 he was sec- 
retary of the Derry R. R. Christian Association. 
Two years of special study in Boston University fol- 
lowed, and he received the degree of Ph. D. 
At Pleasant St., New Bedford, he is winning his 
way and proving himeelf a strong man. He was 
transferred into our Conference at the last session. 


Cart RricHarp CEDERBERG was born, converted, 
received into the church and to Conference, in Stock - 
holm, Sweden. In 1883 he transferred to N. W. 
Swedish, and in 1886 to New England Southern Con- 
ference. He was educated at Stockholm Collicge. 
With an agreeable manner, he combines earnestness, 
devoutness and practical business sense. As & 
preacher, he is direct, clear, forcible and effective. 
In labors he is abundant, and the church prospers 
under his care. 


Epear F. Ciark has served many of the largest 
and most influential charges, and his firm friends 
are a host wherever he has been. Scholarly, emi- 
nently companionable, with a laugh irresistibly con- 
tagious, and once heard never to be forgotten, a true 
Christian gentleman, he iuspires respect for genuine 
piety which can be as devout in the woods as in the 
pulpit — as manly casting a fly for trout as fishing for 
the souls of men. 


Rosset Cuiarx is careful, conscientious and pains- 
taking as pastor, preacher and administrator of die- 
cipline. Being in judgment cool and conservative, 
he has sided in several church trials with ability. 
Debt-raising, church building and revival efforts have 
all had attention in his several charges as occasion 
required. He studied at Middletown in 1857 and 
taught school before he became a preacher. 


L. B. Coppine comes from the “ Bates Family,” 
which has been noted for preachers. In ’82 he grad- 
uated fr»m Wesleyan University and entered this 
Conference. In 1889 he transferred to the Maine, 
and has now returned to this Conference to fill the 
vacancy recently caused by the transfer of W. P. 
Stoddard to Iowa. 


Howarp E. Cook is from the Pine Tree State. 
He graduated from Boston University College of 
Liberal Arts in 1879 and from the School of Theol- 
ogy in’82. He is in manner energetic and positive. 
A special talent for music has led him to devote con- 
siderable time and attention to composition. The 
cultivation of sacred music has been fostered in the 
churches where he has been stationed. He has also 





published considerable music of his own composi- 


tion. He finds it a help in his work to edit a church 
paper. 

J. F. Coopsr is a graduate of Wesleyan University, 
class of 84. Of New York birth, his ministerial life 
has been wholly in this Conference. Without seek- 
ing to display striking originality or brilliant eccen- 
tricity, his pulpit and platform work show thorough 
preparation and superior oratorical gifts. He inter- 
ests, instracts and profits. He wins by faithfulness 
in all departments and genuine merit. 


F. H. Corson is of New Hampshire origin. He 
took the course at Tilton and in both departments at 
Boston, and is now at work in a post graduate course. 
Six years were spent in New Hampshire Conference, 
transferring to this in 1889. 

ANDREW J. CovtTas is a son of the Empire 
State, and also a Middletown man of 1880, Self- 
reliant, positive in conviction and ready in defence of 
his opinions, he is courteons in debate and open to 
new light. A good presence and pleasing address, 
with genaine piety, make him a popular pastor and 
rising man in the Conference. 

CxiaRK Crawrorp is West Virginian by birth. 
He entered West Virginia Conference in 1876. after- 
| ward took the course at Ohio Wesleyan, and a partial 
| course at Drew. Three years at Morgantown, W. 
Va., in one of the finest and most important charges 
| of the section, were followed by three at Van Wert, 
|in Central Ohio, where a new building was erected 
and continuous revival enjoyed. He is on his third 
year in this Conference and is maintaining his record 
for success. 


_ Caries 8. Davis dates his conversion back to 
early childhood, soon after which he was received 
into the church in Oxford, Mass. Called to preach, 
he fitted at Wesleyan University, graduating in 1880. 
The tone of bis mind is naturally philosophical. Tbe 
character of his work is eminently evangelical and 
evangelistic. Versatile in ability, he aims to bring 
all forces into full action to build up complete man- 
hood in Christ Jesus. He has been rewarded by 
seeing many converted under his ministry. His 
oratorical powers are of a high order. 


Witiam F. Davis, like his brother Charles, was 
converted in boyhood. He devoted himself before 
entering the ministry to evangelistic work, and has 
had marked success in his charges in bringing men 
to Christ. With less opportunity in the schools than 
many others, he bas had greater success than most 
in the work of the ministry. Sanctified common 
sense and an enthusiasm for saving men, are the 
prominent elements of his power. 


Guorcs E. DunzaR entered the itinerant ranks in 
1884, after having spent some time in study at Kast 
Greenwich Academy. He believes in, works for, and 
usually obtains, a revival. He has unusual power 
asa leader of vocal music, and has done excellent 
service at our camp meetings on this line. 


Roxnert D. Dyson is of Scottish birth. He was 
converted in Connecticut. He is a graduate of East 
Greenwich Academy and Boston School of Theology. 
Untiringly industrious, no one part of the work is 
elevated at the expense of another. He ie able all 
around —in pulpit, in pastorate, in administration 
of finance and discipline. 





WALTER Eva took the course at Wesleyan Semi- 
nary in Maine, his native State. Some years were 
spent in teaching in Illinois. He entered Providence 
Conference in 1861 as probationer. In the pastorate 
and in the presiding eldership, calm, steady, pains- 
taking work has been the rule of his practice. He is 
sound in doctrine, and thoroughly Methodistic in 
sentiment. Our ecclesiastical law and polity have 
been subjects of special study with him. 


Grorecs W. Eimer, born in North Carolina and 
orphaned in early life, worked his way to Europe, 
China and Japan, where he was converted in our 
mission. Mercantile lite, consular service, and Bible 
Society work, led up to the ministry. He was a 
member of Japan Mission Conference several years. 
His wife, the daughter of J. T. Benton, of this:Con- 
ference, was a missionary there for the W. F. M. 
Society. He began work in this Conference in 1889. 


Tuomas J. Everetr was born, reared and con- 
vertedin Iowa. From the farm he was called to the 
pulpit, and prepared for it at Simpson College, Iowa, 
and Boston School of Theology. He is clear in 
thought, logical in argument, and lacid in statement. 
The people grow in grace and knowledge of the Lord 
under his ministrations. Great reserve strength and 
courage of his convictions lie back of the ordinarily 
calm exterior of his manner, and on occasion find 
fuli scope. 
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Rev. Eben Tirrell. 


Presiding Elder Norwich District. 

Rev. Eben Tirrel was born in Weymouth, Mass., 
March 26, 1844. He was. converted and united witb 
the East Weymouth M. E. Church at the age of 
twelve. His early education was received in the 
public schools of his native town. After preparing 
for college, he taught school for a short time, then 
enlisted and served a year in the civil war. 

The strong Westerly current moving at the time of 
his return, carried him to Illinois, where, in com 
pany with a young friend, he opened business. Re- 
turning home, he found his own church permeated 
with a deep revival spirit, and soon he yielded to 
God’s call and consecrated his life to the ministry. 
After four years of study at the Boston Theological 
School — during whieh time he served a term in the 
Massachusetts legislature— his regular ministry 
began at Eastham in the spring of 72. A part of 
the year ’74 he spent in travel, visiting the principal 
cities of England, France, and Asia Minor. With 
this exception, the work of the past nineteen years 
has been uninterrupted. His charges have been 
chiefly in Eastern Massachusetts and Connecticut, 
and in the following order: Eastham, South Har- 
wich, Vineyard Haven, Sandwich, North Main St.

The individual was separated 
from the mass and made to realize 
that his salvation depended upon his 
personal act. The act should be im- 
mediate; the stress was laid, in all 
their preaching, on the present. Sal- 
vation was free and present; and its 
attainment depended less on the effi- 
cacy of any supposed covenant, in 
which our interests might be bound 
up with those of innumerable others, 
than on the conscious acceptance in- 
dividually of the divinely-imposed 
conditions. This new trend of thought 
and action was indispensable to the 
success of the movement. Under 
the old teaching the sense of individ- 
uality had been lost; it was necessary 
to revive it by an appeal to the con- 
science of each man. 

After traveling so many years in 
this direction, it may be doubted 
whether the continuous element in 
repentance should not again be em- 
phasized, at least more fully than is 
now done in most Methodist pulpits, 
for we assume that all genuine re- 
pentance must be both instantaneous 
and continuous. 








THE GREAT GLADNESS. 


The redemption wrought by the 
Lord is the source of perpetual glad- 
ness to the church. The first note in 
the new song was struck when He 
was born in Bethlehem. The wise 
men from the far East were thrilled 

y it. Angels, in the invisible regions, 

eard and hastened to join in the 

train: ‘‘Glaxy to God in the highest ; 
nd on earth peace and good-will to 
men.” Then came His superhuman 
ife, His great teachings, His stu- 
pendous miracles, as manifestations 
of His glory; but the great gladness 
came to the disciples when they saw 
their Lord come forth with power 
ever death and hades. Then indeed 
they saw in Him, as never before and 
as in no other, the great power of 
God, the true revelation of the im- 
mortal life. 

Though He ascended to the high- 
est heavens, Christ remains among 
men in the presence and power of the 
Holy Spirit. In Him were believers 
ever to realize the presence of their 
divine Master. Pentecost was the 
new advent, the manifestation of God 
among men; and the thrill of Pente- 
cost has been felt along the eighteen 
centuries, as a quickening impulse, as 
an illustration of the Spirit’s efficacy, 
and as an ideal of Christian attain- 
ment,in alltimetocome. The realiza- 
tion of Christ’s presence in the Spirit 
was tobe among His people, through 
the ages, the source of power and 
inexpressible gladness. The tokens 
of mourning and sadness were to be 
put aside; tears were to be dried; 
the song of everlasting joy was to be 
taken up. The Spirit is the source of 


There were complaints that congregations 
were wasting away ; that the sons and daugh- 
ters of the wealthier Nonconformists were 
paasing over to the Episcopal Church. It 
was said that between the accession of George 
I., in 1714, and the year 1731, more than fifty 
Dissenting ministers took orders in the Es- 
tablisnment..... To you fora long time 
our fathers did not look for deliverance. 
Wesley’s Arminianism filled them with 
alarm. Nor was their alarm without reason. 
There had been a great drifting among the 
Nonconformist churches during the first thir- 
ty or forty years of the eighteenth century 
from the central articles of the Christian 
faith, and this was one of the principal 
causes of their weakness. .... Fora time 
the more serious Nonconformists did not dis- 
cover the immense moral and spiritual dif- 
ference between the old Arminianism and the 
new. The walls of mutual distrust which 
separated your fathers and mine stood firm 
and without a breach till long after George 
ILI. was king.”’ 


What more can be asked for as a jus- 
tification of Wesley and of Method- 
ism than the declaration that, — 
‘‘John Wesley and George Whitefield did 
more for the social redemption of England 
than all the politicians of this century and 
the last, whose names are associated with 
great reforms; under God they created those 
moral and spiritual forces which have ren- 
dered all reforms possible.’’ 

Dr. Dale does not rely upon histo- 
rians alone for his knowledge. He 
himself is old enough to remember 
some of the facts and influences. He 
says: — 

“IT could give you a considerable list of 
eminent Congregational ministers who, 
towards the close of the last century and the 
beginning of this, brought to the service of 
the Congregational churches the reiigious 
life which had been originated, the religious 
zeal which bad been kindled, among Meth- 
odists. William Jay, of Bath, discovered 
the glory and grace of the Christian redemp- 
tion at a Methodist service. My colleague 
and predecessor, John Angell James, did not 
attribute his religious decision to Methodist 
preaching ; but he says in his autobiography, 
that when he wasa boy at Blandford, the 
only religious fire in the town was among the 
Methodists; he was taken by his mother to 
Methodist meetings on Sunday nights, and 
there was a touch of Methodism in him to the 
very last. He always smelt of that fire. 
Thomas Raffles, of Liverpool, in his early life 
was & member of the Wesleyan society. 
John Leifchild, of Craven, was originally 
one of your preachers. The great revival 
which originated Methodism restored life, 
vigor, courage, fervor, to the Congregational 
churches of England.” 

What has produced these results? 
What is there in Methodist theology 
and ecclesiasticism which has produced 
them? Now, if not always, we are in 
the mood called for by the proverb: 
‘** Let another man praise thee, and not 
thine own mouth; a stranger, and not 
thine own lips.” Dr. Dale attributes 
the success of Methodism both to its 
theology and its ecclesiasticism, not to 
either to the exclusion of the other. 
He affirms that such truths as the uni- 
versality of the Atonement, and the 
witness of the Spirit, and an assurance 
that means or may mean knowledge 
and certainty of salvation, have been 
so characteristic of Methodism as 
either to be peculiar to it, or distinct-

there was exhilaration, vigor, triumph. Their 
joy was irrepressible. It broke out in shouts 
of Hallelujah! It sang exulting songs. The 
old Dissenters were perplexed — sometimes 
scandalized. They heard of irreligious men, 
vicious men, who were writhing im an agony 
of repentance yesterday, and who were re- 
joicing in the certainty of forgiveness and in 
the sure hope of eternal glory to-day. It was 
not only the suddenness of the transition that 
confounded them, but its completeness. A 
fullness of assurance had come to penitents, 
which, as many of them supposed, was hard- 
ly possible to saints. 

“This ‘assurance’ was a large part of 
your power. It gave to Methodism its hosts 
of preachers — preachers of many kinds and 
bearing many names. Personal testimony to 
the power of Christ to restore men to God, 
this can be given by every man to whem the 
witness of the Spirit has come. For this no 
protracted training at college is necessary; 
no Hebrew, no Greek, no mastery either of 
Arminius or Calvin. The man who was 
drunk in the streets a week ago, if he now 
knows Christ for himself, can stand under a 
tree or against a wall to-day and say to every 
one that will listen to him, ‘Christ Jesus 
came into the world to save sinners, of whom 
I am chief.’ He needs no hours of leisure to 
think over that text. He has no occasion to 
consult commentators as to its meaning; the 
carpenter can put aside his saw and his plane, 
the blacksmith can throw down his apron 
and his hammer, and begin at once to ex- 
pound the words; his own sin, his own sal- 
vation — these have revealed to him their 
wonderful contents. But for Wesley’s doc- 
trine of the witness of the Spirit, Wesleyan- 
ism would never have had its great army of 
lay-preachers and class-leaders; if the power 
of the doctrine is ever lost, that army will 
gradually break up and melt away. ... The 
loud Amens which came from your people 
confirming the words of your preachers, the 
glad outcries of ‘Glory to God!’ ‘ Praise the 
Lord!’ —these carried home the Gospel to 
the hearts of multitudes who might have 
been almost unmoved by the testimony of a 
solitary man. 

“Tl have said, that if your faith in this 
doctrine ever declines, you will lose your 
preachers. I say now, that even if you kept 
your preachers, their great successes would 
be over, for it is the common experience of 
the Methodist people, confirming every decla- 
ration of their preachers concerning the real- 
ity and greatness of the Christian redemption, 
that, under God, gives to the testimony of the 
preachers pathos and power.” 


After such testimony as this, so ex- 
plicit and gratifying, so creditable to 
its author, we are prepared for the 
charge which Dr. Dale finally gives : — 


“T call upon you to resolve, with all the 
solemnities of an oath, that you will stand 
fast until you die, in your fidelity to the 
truths which have given to Methodism its 
power and glory; and that henceforth you 
will pray with a deeper earnestness and a 
firmer faith that the fires of Methodism may 
never be extinguished,”’ 


The last sentence betrays what Dr. 
Dale elsewhere affirms, that Christian 
unity does not require Christian union 
for its expression, the union of oneness 
of belief, of federation, of a common 
worship and creed. It requires simply 
a common life in Christ and co-op- 
eration in Christian work, which in- 
cludes fellowship in spirit and in deed. 
Professor Phelps, in his posthumous 
writings, has commended Methodism 
to American Congregationalists. Dr. 
Dale, the great living preacher, avows 
and publishes his commendations of 
the same to British Independents. To 
say that we believe what they affirm, 
is needless. The truth is the more 
precious to us because they have found 
it, even if their forefathers did not.

He had 
never known a year when he had heard so 
many godd words uttered concerning the 
paper. He spoke highly of the Wesleyan 
Association in regard to what it is doing for 
the superannuated ministers. 

Rev. C. 8. Cummings said that he had no 
criticism to bring from East Maine. He 
greatly wished that the papar conld he more 
generally circulated in his Conference, for he 
was confident that it would greatly aid all 
church interests. He regretted to say that 
he thought ministers generally had but little 
tact in securing new subscribers. He be- 
lieved that the division of profits or income 
to the Conferences could be made upon a 
more equitable basis. 

Rev. M. T. Cilley said that he was exceed- 
ingly happy to be present, as he represented 
the Conference which furnished the editor for 
Z1on’s HERALD, but that the supply of ed- 
itorial ability in the Conference was not ex- 
hausted. He said that he had nothing but 
good words for the Heratp, and that he 
should return to his charge with a more 
grateful interest in the Association. He was 
especially pleased that Dr. Daniel Steele had 
become a regular contributor to the paper. 
Rev. W. I. Todd said that he was gratified 
to be able to bring the hearty greetings of the 
Vermont Conference to the Wesleyan Associ- 
ation, and that he should have greater inter- 
est in the paper than ever before. He tells 
his people that Zion’s Heap is the best 
paper inthe world. His young women and 
young men find in it their best Sunday-school 
help. He has a boy twelve years of age who 
eagerly waits every week for the coming of 
the paper, and he was very glad that the 
HERALD remembers the boys and the girls so 
well. He works for Zion’s HeRap just as 
he performs any other urgent ministerial 
duty. 

Rev. George 8S. Butters said that from his 
earliest years he had read Zion’s HERALD.

Concerning the Union of Conferences. 


Apropos of the discussion concerning the 
union of the Vermont and New Hampshire 
Conferences, a native of Vermont, but now a 
non-resident, expresses the opinion that the 
average of charges in that Conference is better 
than in New Hampshire. With the knowl- 
edge acquired from connection with both Con- 
ferences, we are of the opinion that our in- 
formant is correct. Vermont suffers for want 
of room, and especially bacanse it cannot oup 
ply its ablest men with the grade of charge to 
which they would normally drift. As New 
Hampshire so often resorts to transfers to 
supply its leading appointments — of which 
the present condition is a significant illustra- 
tion — it is confidently believed that if the 
Conferences were united, there would be a 
much more natural and happy adjustment of 
the ministers to the churches. As was sug- 
gested at the first: ‘‘ To open the best charges 
in the New Hampshire Conference to the best 
men raised in the united territory, would fur- 
nish a reasonable outlook and satisfaction to 
all the ministers.’’ 

With the Conference Minutes before us, we 
have been interested in the result of some 
lines of inquiry and comparison which may 
be helpful to our readers within the bounds 
of the two Conferences. The Vermont Con- 
ference has 120 charges, and New Hampshire 
121. Vermont has the following churches 
that pay a salary of $1,000 or more: Barre, 
$1,200; Montpelier, $1,200; Waterbury, 
$1,000; Enosburg Falls, $1,000; St. Albans, 
$1,200; Island Pond, $1,000; St. Johnsbury, 
$1,500; Bellows Falls, $1,000; Bradford and 
Fairlee, $1,000; Brattleboro, $1,000; Spring- 
field, $1,050. Vermont has also the follow- 
ing charges that pay a salary of $800 or 
more: Chelsea, $800; Northfield, $950; Rich- 
ford, $875; Swanton, $950; Barton, $921; 
Derby and Newport, $800; East Burke and 
East Haven, $800; Hardwick and Woodbury, 
$800; Lyndon and Lyndonville, $850; White 
River Junction and Olcott, $900; Woodstock 
and Quechee, $950. The average salary of 
the remaining charges in the Vermont Con- 
ference is $510. There are 100 parsonages in 
this Conference. 

Applying the same tests to the New Hamp- 
shire Conference, we find that it has the fol- 
lowing charges that pay $1,0% or more: 
Amesbury, $1,200; Dover, $1.835; Great 
Falls, $1,200; Haverhill, First, $1,200; Hav- 
erbill, Grace, $1,500; Lawrence, First, $1,900; 
Lawrence, Garden, $1,700; Portsmouth, 
$1,000; Rochester, $1,200; Concord, First, 
$1,200; Concord, Baker Memorial, $1,300; 
Laconia, $1,200; Lancaster, $1,100; Lisbon, 
$1,000; Littleton, $1,100; Manchester, St. 
Jean’s, $1,000; Manchester, St. Paul, $2,000; 
Plymouth, $1,050; Suncook, $1,000; Tilton, 
$1,150; Woodsville, $1,000; Claremont, 
$1,100; Keene, $1,100; Lebanon, $1,000; 
Nashua, $2,000; Newport, $1,000. Of charges 
in the same Conference that pay $800 or more 
are: Exeter, $950; Lowell, $800; Methuen, 
$900; Newmarket, $850; Salisbury, $800; 
Bethlehem, $800; Manchester, First, $900; 
Manchester, St. James, $850 ; Penacook, $850; 
Whitefield, $960; Antrim, $900. The aver- 
age salary of the remaining charges is $469 
The New Hampshire Conference has 83 par- 
sonages. 

We believe there are higher considerations 
that will some time prevail in bringing these 
two Conferences together for mutual relief, 
comfort and co-operation. It is important, 
however, to examine thoroughly every ques- 
tion involved. To this end, only, these prac- 
tical suggestions are made.

L. Preliminary. 

The lessons of the past quarter were 
taken from St. John's Gospel — the 
11th to the 21st chapter inclusive. They 
embrace the closing months of our 
jord’s earthly life, from the resur- 
rection of Lazarus to the period follow- 
ing His own. 


Il. The Lesson Analysis. 


1. The topic of Lesson I (John 11: 
21-44) was, ** Christ Raisiog Lazarus.” 
Martha goes to meet Jesus after her 
hrother’s death. She believes in the 
resurrection at the last day, but al- 
though our Lord assures her that He 
js the Resurrection and the Life, her 
faith wavers as to any immediate 
restoration of Lazarus. Returning 
home, she informs Mary privately of 
the Master's approach, who _ rises 
hastily to go to Jesus, and is followed 
by some Jewish rulers who came to 
sympathize with the afflicted sisters 
and who suppose that she is going to 
the tomb. The spectacle of Mary weep- 
ing at His feet profoundly moves our 
Lord, who inquires where they have 
laid him. His tears are noticed by the 
Jews, some of whom see in them the 
proof of affection, while others carping- 
ly ask why this miracl--worker did not 
save His friead from death. On arriy- 
ing at the tomb Martha's remon- 
strance at the removal of the stune, 
on the ground that corruption had 
set in, was overruled by a reminder 
of a promise made that “the glory of 
God" would be revealed if she would 
believe. A prayer, a command — 
‘‘Lazarus, come forth!”’ and the ap- 
pearance of the shrouded corpse at the 
entrance to the tomb, completed the 
lesson. 


2. “Christ Foretelling His Death,” 
was the subject of Lesson II (John 12: 
20-36). Our Lord informed by Andrew 
and Philip, at the Feast of Taberna- 
cles, of the request of certain Greeks to 
see Him; His reply that the hour of 
His glorification had come; the inti- 
mation, conveyed by the metaphor of 
the seed corn dying as the condition of 
fruitfulness, that His glorification lay 
through self-sacrifice, and that of His 
followers in the same way; the 
momentary shrinking from death, the 
prayer to be saved ‘from this hour,” 
the submission, ‘‘ Father, glorify Thy 
name,” and the immediate response from 
heaven, unintelligible to the multitude ; 
the announcement that the hour had 
eome when the prince of this world 
would be cast out, and that He Himself 
uplifted on a cross would be the magnet 
for all men; the perplexity of the 
people at this uplifting of the Christ 
whom the law” taught would abide 


forever; and the parting injunction to 
Walk iu Uno light — is an outline of the 


lesson. 


3. In Lesson III (John 13: 1-17) we 
learned about ‘* Washing the Disciples’ 
Feet.” With a full perception of His 
approaching betrayal, and a clear 
realization that He came from God 
and would go to God and that 
the Father had given all things 
into His hands, Jesus at the Supper 
played the office of slave and washed 
the disciples’ feet, the traitor’s included. 
Peter’s indignant refusal was over- 
ruled when he was told that unless he 
submitted he had no part with the 
Master. Resuming His garments and 
place at the table, our Lord explained 
His act. Though Lord, He had not 
hesitated to do the lowliest duty for 
them. What He had done for them they 
should do for one another. 


4. “ Christ Comforting His Disciples” 
was the topic of Lesson IV (John 14: 
1-3, 15-27). The disciples, troubled at 
the prospect of the departure of Jesus 
from the world, are exhorted to have 
faith in Him and are assured that He 
was going to prepare an abode for 
them in the **many mansions,” and 
that He would come back to reeeive 
them to the eternal felicity of His 
presence. They must so love Him as to 
obey Him, and at His prayer the Father 
would send them the abiding Comforter, 
the Spirit of truth, unseen by the world. 
Not desolate should they be, realizing, 
though He was bodily absent, His 
Spiritual presence in their hearts. To 
Judas Lebbeus, who could not under 
stand how the world would lose a 
manifestation granted to the disciples, 
He explained that such manifestation 
Presumed receptivity; and only the 
loving and obedient posaessed this. 
The Comforter would be their reminder 
and teacher, in the future. His own 
peace, not that of the world, He left 
them as His legacy. 


5. The subject of Lesson V (John 
AS: 1-16) was, “Christ the ‘True 
Vine” To show the mutual rela- 
tions between His followers and 
Himself, our Lord callet Himself 
the Vine, whose branches were His 
true disciples, and whose Proprietor 
Was the Father who cuts off sterile 
Srafts and pranes those that are re- 
dundant. No fruitfulness is possible 
‘part from Christ; abiding in Him 
Much fruitage will result. Barrenness 
Will invite excision and burning; 
Union with Christ will secure answers 
to whatsoever we ask for. The secret 
= union is love. Our Lord by obe- 
a abode in the Father's love. His 
mo by obedience would abide in

The whole world of man would then 
feel the “pricks” which would con- 
vince them ‘of sin, of righteousness 
and of judgment.” Further, the disci- 
ples personally would be benefited ; for 
truths which they could not compre- 
hend or bear now would then be re- 
vealed to them by the Spirit of trath 
who would guide them into the whole 
truth as it is in Jesus. ‘ All thiogs 
whatsoever the Father hath are mine,” 
He said; and these things the Spi it 
would take and show unto them. 


own glorification our Lord prayed that 
He might exercise ‘ authority over all 
flesh, and confer eternal life — the ex- 
perimental knowledge of the Father 
and the Son” upon believers. For His 
disciples, exposed to the world’s hatred, 
He prayed. He had watched over them, 
and none had been lost but *‘ the son of 
perdition;’’ in the flesh He could no 
longer guard them, therefore He prayed 
that they might be kept from the 
power of the evil one, and be sanctified 
inthe truth. He was about to dedicate 
Himself to His great sacrificial act; He 
would have them consecrated and set 
apart to self-sacrificing efforts for the 
good of the world. 


8. The topic of Lesson VUI (John 
1-13) was, ‘Christ Betrayed.” 
The midnight visit of Jesus and His 
disciples to Gethsemane; the Agony 
(not mentioned by John); the arrival 
of the Roman and Jewish band, led by 
Judas, and provided with ‘ lanterns 
and torches and wesipons;”’ the going 
forth of Jesus to meet them with the 
question, ‘* Whom seek ye?” their re- 
ply, ** Jesus of Nazareth; His calm 
announcement, ‘‘[am He;” their re- 
coil and prostration; the question and 
answer repeated; our Lord’s provision 


He surrendered Himself; Peter's rash 
stroke at Malehus; the Master's rebuke 
to Peter, and acceptanc: of the ‘ cup” 
given Him by the Father; and the 
arrest and binding of Jesus who was 
carried before Aunas and Caiiphas — 
constitute an outline of the lesson. 


9. In Lesson IX (John 19: 1-16) 
our subject was, ** Christ before Pilate.” 
The cruel scourging of Jesus; the in- 
human sport of the soldiers derisive of 


Jesus to the people, crowned with 
thorns, disfigured with blows, with the 
words, ‘* Behold the Man!’ the fresh 
outbreak of the cry, ‘* Crucify Him!” 
Pilate’s angry retort that they might 
crucify Him themselves since he found 
no fault in Him; their claim that Pilate 
was bound to respect their laws, and 
that this Man deserved death for blas 
phemy in making Himself the Son of 
God; Pilate’s superstitious fear at this 
new accusation; His private inquiry, 
‘*Whence art Thou?” the silence of 
Jesu3; Pilate’s further efforts to release 
Jesus thwarted by the threat of the 
charge of treason —for letting go one 
who made Himself a king; the potency

19: 17-30) was, ‘*Christ Crucified.”

forth to Golgotha. Here they crucified 
Hin, with a thief on either side. The 
inscription, ‘* Jesus of Nazareth, King 
of the Jews,” dictated by Pilate, was 
very offensive to the hostile priests, 
who labored, but in vain, to have the 
wo ‘ding changed. The soldiers divided 
the clothes of their Victim into four 
parts, but cast lots for the seamless 
tunic, thus uaconsciously fulfilliog, 
with astonishing exactitude, a predic- 
tionin Psalm 22. Mary, conducted by 
John to the foot of the cross, was com- 
mended to his filial care. Having re- 
turned to the cross, after leading his 
new mother to his home, John heard 
the words, ‘I thirst,” saw the soldiers 
moisten the lips of Jesus with the 
sponge filled with sour wine, and next 
heard the exclamation, ‘ [t is finished,”’ 
with which Jesus bowed His head and 
gave up His spirit to the Father. 


11. In Lesson XI (John 20: 1-18) 
our topic was, ‘*Christ Risen.” The 
early visit of Mary Magdalene and 
other women to the tomb bearing 
spices; the Magdalene’s discovery that 
the stone was rolled away and the 
tomb empty; Peter and John informed 
by her; John outstripping Peter in 
running to the tomb, but remaining 
outside; Peter's entrance into the tomb 
followed by John; the latter seeing the 
linen cloths and the napkin, and be- 
lieving; the Magdalene’s tears; her 
glance into the tomb and vision of 
angels; her talk with the supposed 
gardener; Jesus calling her by name, 
and her reply, ‘‘ Rabboni;”’ His tender 
withdrawal from her touch and com- 
mission to her to tell the disciples that 
He was a out to ascerti; and her obe- 
dience, in the thrilling message, ‘I 
have seen the Lord,” together with the 
things which He told her—form an 
outline of the lesson.

to party or organization which tolerates in- 
temperance, gambling, or the social evils of 
the day; and that the man who would have 
our vote must be true tothe prohsbstion of 
these iniquities, both in himself and as re- 
gards the party to which he belongs. 

This resolution was unanimously adopted. 
Thus closed one of the most interesting, help- 
ful, inspiring Associations ever held, Through- 
out the two days and three evenings there 
was not a jar or unpleasantness, neither a dry 
paper nor an unoccupied moment, and when 
the doxology was suvug and the benediction 
given, all were sorry. The next session, in 
June, 1892, will be held in Caribou.

Warren. — Rev. Danie] Warren, a local elder, 
died in Bangor, Oct. 15, 1891, eged 76 years, 
1 month. 

Daniel Warren was born in Guilford, the son 
of Samu! Warren, one of the early settlers of 
that town. He received a fair education, ac- 
quired in the public schools at Foxcroft and at 
Kent's Hill Seminary, and became a teacher of 
good repute. While a young man he came to 
Bangor, and for a time was a member of the 
Hammond Street Congregational Church. In 
1836 he joined the Union Street Methodist (now 
(Graee) Church, continuing in that communion 
during the remainder of his li‘e. He was licensed 
a local preacher, and was ordained deacon and 
elder.

His life has been marked by an unselfish devo- 
tion to Christian duty. Hundreds of the city’s 
poor and outcast may secall his acts and words 
of sympathy, exhortation and encouragement. 
For many years his kind face, his earnest prayers 
and happy testimonies to the power and joy of 
his religion, were seldom missed at the social 
meetings of the church. Others might be 
depressed and disheartened by difficulties and 
circumstances seemingly urfavorable to the 
advance of church work, but Brother Warren 
was always hopeful, strong in faith, with conta- 
gious enthusiasm for prayerfuleffort. He never 
sought controversy, never obtruded his religious 
faith upon other minds, yet was never silent 
when opportunity called for » modest avowal of 
his belief. The president of the insurance com- 
pany of which Brother Warren was a director 
and agent, said to the writer: “ Mr. Warren 
was never ashamed of his or hodoxy.” 

In 1%42 Brother Warren married Sarah A. 
Sawyer, of G-eenville, Me., a most estimable 
lady, who has beeu with her husband an active 
helper in church work.

First, there is need of a more pro- 
nounced, distinctive type of Methodism, 
that has no apologies to present for its 
presence nor its splendidly justified 
methods and polity. In this pre-occu- 
pied, Pilgrim-sown territory there is 
well-nigh no place for Methodism save 
as it supplies something that the other 
churches do not give. But, true to 
the simplicity of its sublime mission — 
the mightiest converting and uplifting 
agency that touches the great masses 
of men, the most militant of all moral 
forces — it_was never more needed than 
now. It is significant that the compar- 
atively few churches that are reaping 
any large and real prosperity are truest 
to their antecedents in both type and 
temperament. That Methodism has 
greatly modified the ‘* standing order ” 
here at the very springhead of its 
power, and thus has grandly asserted 
in part its providential mission, is un- 
questionably true; but it is equally 
true that it has itself been modified by 
the impact, and too largely, at the very 
points of its peculiar power. 

There is need of this re-assertion in a 
missionary aspect. Our field is fast 
filling with foreign populations — the 
‘** wasted, brutalized contingent ” of all 
European countries and tribes. On the 
east the islands of the sea have come to 
us. In many of our inland villages in- 
vasions from the north and from over- 
sea have put the Engiish-speaking peo- 
ple in minority. Socialism, Sabbath- 
rioting and the saloon are destroying 
the peace and carrying defilement into 
the cleanest of our country towns. 
These portentous perils present a 
probiem that only the most powerful 
home missionary movement can ever 
solve. Our happily-begun Swedish 
and French missions, with the more re- 
cent Portuguese effort, are pointers 
that make plain our pathway. If 
Methodism would save itself here in 
Southern New England, let it save 
these people. 

Then there is imperative need of in- 
creased connection in the country and 
of concentration in the cities. Individu- 
alism — verging on Congregationalism 
— is enfeebling and tending to the ex-

Camp-meetings of Southern New 
England. 


REV. JOHN OLDHAM. 





There are at least a dozen camp- 
meetings held within the bounds of 
our Conference, but only four are rec- 
ognized Methodist meetings. The first 
of these, as to date of organization, is 
the famous 


Martha’s Vineyard. 


Beautiful for situation, with healthful 
and invigorating sea breezes, it is the 
summer retreat of thousands. The 
first meeting was held in August, 1835. 
The grounds were purchased in 1865 at 
a cost of $1,300, and now contain an 
elegant church, a neat chapel, a mag- 
nificent iron tabernacle, and hundreds 
of beautiful cottages, while the ave- 
nues, circles, and parks, adorned with 
handsome lawns and fragrant flowers, 
delight the eye and refresh the eoul; 
but, best of all, ‘‘*the beauty of the 
Lord our God” has been imparted to 
thousands of lives at its fifty-six camp- 
meetings. Of the present status of 
this meeting, opinions differ. Some 
declare, ‘*The glory has deparied!” 
but we are not of this number. 
Changed conditions require the use of 
different methods of work. The soci- 
ety tent with its workers is a thing of 
the past. Instead thereof we have a 
city of cottages and hotels thronged 
with summer visitors. The ministers 
who frequent this place do not go to 
engage in camp-meeting work, but for 
rest, recreation and such mental diver- 
sion as will contribute to their physic- 
al health. Let the preaching be such 
as the people will gladly hear; let so- 
cial, educational, and other problems 
of the day be considered by special- 
ists, from a Christian standpoint, fol- 
lowed by free discussions, and thus 
give a religious tone to the character 
and life of the place, and doubtless 
the results will be as beneficial as 
those of former years. 


Willimantic 
camp-ground, right in the heart of 
Norwich District, is a city set on a hill, 
and gives moral light to the whole of 
eastern Connecticut. The first meet- 
ing was held in 1860. The beautiful 
pine grove is admirably adapted to its 
purpose. This meeting has been af- 
fected less by the shore resorts than 
any other of our camp-meetings, and 
many of the Methodists of the district 
make it theirsummer home. Tent and 
camp life have never to any great ex- 
tent been features of this meeting. 
Connecticut Methodists show their 
good sense in preferring comfortable 
cottages and substantial society houses. 
There are at least 150 family cottages, 
and 30 churches worship in commodi- 
ous and well-arranged buildings. A 
tabernacle was completed this year at 
a cost of $2,309. Powerful meetings 
are the rule and not the exception, and 
those of the last three years, under 
the direction of Presiding Elder Tir- 
rell, have been fully equal to those of 
former years. The experiment of 
having an evangelist to conduct the 
altar services, is a pronounced success. 
This meeting is celebrated for its 
grand singing, and Bro. Harry Wilson, 
who has conducted it for more than 
twenty-five years, deserves the highest 
praise. 

Yarmouth. 

This meeting, as the successor of old 
Eastham, claims to be the oldest 
camp-mweeting in New England. It is 
the Mecca for Cape Cod Methodists; 
situated midway between Boston and 
Provincetown, it is easy of access 
from all parts of the Cape, and also 
from the ‘* Hub.” Grace Church, 
Hanover Street, and Father Taylor's 
Bethel, of Boston, formerly had tents 
on these grounds, and Isaac Rich, 
David Snow, O. T. Taylor and other 
prominent Bostonians were congpicu- 


ous figures at its meetings. The first 
meeting was held in 1863. The at- 


tendance has been affected somewhat 
by the shore resort craze; but a reac- 
tion has set in, the crowds present 
this year reminding every one of 
‘** the good old times,” and never was a 
better meeting held. Rev. Waiter 
Ela, the popular presiding elder, was 
aided by a nople band of Christian 
workers. ‘This is an old-fashioned 
camp-meeting. Cottages are compar- 
atively few, and society and family 
tents abound, while the old-time altar- 
service has lost none of its power. A 
fine tabernacle was erected last yeur 
at acost of $3,000, with a seating ca- 
pacity of 2,000. Cape Cod Methodism 
has enriched many of our city church- 
es, and not afew of their influential 
men found the Lord at old Eistham, 
or Yarmouth, 
Hebronville. 

This is the only camp-meeting on 
Providence District. The grounds are 
leased from the **‘ American Millenari- 
an Association.”” Only four meetings 
have been held here. Situated eight 
miles from Providence, on the Old 
Colony Railroad, it accommodates the 
people in the immediate vicinity who 
would not be likely to attend other 
meetings. Rev. J. W. Willett was its 
founder, and its success is chiefly due 
to his untiring zeal. 

The question is often asked: Why 
do we not witness such scenes of 
power at these meetings as were fre- 
quent in the past? The answer is sim- 
ple, namely: The higher education of 
the masses renders them less suscept- 
ible to the emotional, and while the 
altars may not be so crowded with 
penitents as formerly, may it not be 
true that quite as many, or even more, 
are led toa decision to begin a Chris- 
tian life, under the faithful preaching 
of the Gospel? We may not see the 
results, but the operations of the Holy 
Spirit are not always seen with the 
natural eyc. Changed conditions de- 
mand a change of methods, and if 
these produce as good, and perhaps 
more permanent results, shall we say 
the former days were better than the 
present?

“QUEEN CITY” LETTER. 


‘* CINCINNATUS.”” 


INCINNATI is showing an attract- 
ive prospectus for the winter sea- 
son. Thecurrent month gives hostages 
enough for all promises of lively issues 
yet tocome. The Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association has just moved into its 
palatial quarters, celebrating the move 
with a carnival week, the house-warm- 
ing stretching into a seven days’ jubi- 
lee. The new building is an imposing 
structure in red sandstone, erected at a 
cost of $100,000. Membership tickets 
admit the bearer to bath-rooms, bowl- 
ing alley, elevated running track, gym- 
nasium and camera-club rooms, and to 
all courses of lectures and entertain- 
ments. 

The Cincinnati Church Extension 
Society is erecting a mission chapel in 
the heart of the German population, 
on the lot where, three years ago, 
quartered in one room, the Society be- 
gan its career. The new chapel shows 
a front of pressed brick, stucco and tile, 
and roofs over a reading-room, audito- 
rium and class-rooms, divided by par- 
tition-work of glass, throwing the floor 
into one room. It will be seated with 
reversible chairs and lighted by elec- 
tricity, anare light * blazing ” the main 
entrance. The Society is planning to 
use its new post as the base of opera- 
tions in its city work. Rev. Wilbur G. 
Warner, the newest man on the evan- 
gelistic staff, made a study, some 
months siace, of the forward methods 
in the West London Mission, and is 
ready to engraft them here. He will 
put an orchestra and a stereopticon 
into the new building, and will frame 
some of the clubs so successfully in- 
corporated in mission work on British 
soil. Mr. Warner’s inaugural club, how- 
ever, will have no English antecedents. 
It will be very like the London Goose 
Clubs, State Clubs and Christmas 
Clubs, but will declare all dividends in 
coal. When there are dues enough in 
the treasury, coal dealers will be asked 
to send in their lowest bids. A large 
cut in retail prices will be asked on 
wholesale as well as charitable grounds. 
Mr. Warner wields a pair of bellows 
that will soon have fires blazing on all 
his ** Coal Club” hearths. 

The Church Extension Society poses 
in its published reports as a salvage 
corps, modestly basing its claims on a 
capital of $75,000 that it has saved in 
property to city Methodism. It has 
just had a perplexing question to settle. 
At the close of the Cincinnati Confer- 
ence the Society had five churches to 
provide for, and only two ministers at 
itsdisposal. Local preachers were first 
placed in three of the pulpits, deacon- 
esses supplementing their work through 
the week. But the new yoke-mates 
failed to carry the prestige of the cloth. 
Finally, the question was solved by de- 
claring the five churches a circuit, and 
revolvin the preachers on the circuit- 
rider plan. A veritable ‘“ merry-go- 
round” was, started at first. Now 
comes the revised plan, locating each 
preacher at one charge for all services 
except the second prayer-meeting and 
the last Sunday night in each month. 
The ** Circuit Manual,” issued in Sep- 
tember, tickets the preachers off by 
numbers, and gives a diagram, squared 
oft like a checker-board, showing the 
various jumps to be made by the men. 
But the new plan has already blocked 
their moves. The Society is turning 
its own organ, the City Evangelist, off 
of its presses every week. It has just 
become its exclusive property by the 
purchase of its copyright and other 
franchises, and the net proceeds are to 
be expended in city mission work. 
Every church has a representative on 
its reportorial staff. The publishers 
have been booming their mailiug list 
with non-subscribers, hoping to put 
them in touch with aggressive city 
work. The Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas issues flaunt their colored holiday 
covers. 

Rev. Charles R. Brown enters the 
winter with his same penchant for ex- 
periments in applied Christianity. His 
unique building association is no longer 
an experiment, but an assured success. 
He has lately essayed classes in type- 
writing, stenography, telegraphy and 
book-keeping, that meet at 7 o'clock 
Wednesday night in the lecture-room 
of the church. There are no emolu- 
ments for the pastor or his corps of as- 
sistants, but an unflagging attendance 
at prayer-meeting was at once secured.., 

The name of ** Wesley”’ is blazoned 
on all the escutcheons of Wesley Chap- 
el. The Wesley Club maintains a read- 
ing-room, the Wesley Cornet Band fur- 
nishes all music, and Wesley's Journal 
circulates every month among all mem- 
bers of the church and congregation. 
The League has just made Boston the 
goal of one of its ** Ideal Trips.” 

A score or more of the preachers 
have recently booked for forty lectures 
under the Ministerial Institute, mect- 
ing for the present at 9 o'clock Munday 
morning at Wesley Chapel. Rev. 
George K. Morris, D. D., gives one 
course of twenty lectures on * Practi- 
cal Theology,” and Rev. C. W. Rishell 
another twenty on ‘ Historical heol- 
ogy.’ Mr. Rishell re-enters the Con- 
ference after two years’ absence in 
Germany, bringing the best ia thought 
from the Fatherland to his new charge 
at Asbury Chapel. He has been ser- 
monizing some on Old Testament his- 
tory since his return. 

The winter season opens in the Cin- 
cinnati District Epworth League with 
Rey. E. 8. Lewis, D. D., the newly in- 
stalled pastor of Trinity Church, in the 
president's chair. All chapters were 
called to assemble en masse at the 
League convention, Dec. 1, in St. Paul's 
Church. Rev. John Pearson, D. D., 
conducted a question drawer — ‘* How 
can the Leagues be Utilized in Revival 
Services?” in the morning. Rev. C. W. 
Barnes, of Springfield, condensed a 
very successful series of sermons to 
young men into the last hour of the 
afternoon session. Dr. Berry left his 
editorial sanctum to address the con- 
vention in the evening. 


Dr. S. A. Keen’s removal to evangel- 
istic fields sent an episcopal summons 
to New Haven, Conn., that brought 
Rev. Simon McChesney, D. D., to the 
Cincinnati Conference and the vacant 
pastorate on Walnut Hills. Dr. Me.- 
Chesney is an ex-pastor of Broad St. 
Church, Columbus, and no stranger to 
Buckeye Methodism. His name came 
at once into local prominence as the 
signature of an able communication on 
‘* Our Episcopacy,” that was published 
in one of the leading dailies during the 
meeting of the Bishops, and sent out 
by the associated press. He attacked 
the life tenure of the bishopric, depict- 
ing its evils, and placed the episcopal 
tour in the category cf heavy and un- 
necessary expenses. His graphic pen 
draws three highways — the education- 
a), secretarial and editorial — leading 
to Episcopal Junction, but fails to 
trace the pastoral road as far as “‘ Hard 
Scrabble Station.” He predicts 4 
growth of centralized power, with a 
train of Methodist bishops, primates 
and red-hatted cardinals. A brief reply 
from Dr. Moore in the current issue of 
the Western brings Dr. McChesney to 
the front again in two columns of the 
same daily. He defines his position, 
and asks for a modification, not the 
abolition, of the bishopric. He claims 
that the Methodist Church makes 
powerful appeals to human ambition. 
Dr.McChesney’s points were well taken, 
many of them beyond the ground of 
refutation, and the communication was 
timely —from a secular press point of 
view. Whether it was the point of 
courtesy to impale the Bishops while 
they were guests of city Methodism, is 
quite another question. In the mean- 
time Cincinnatians as a body had gone 
after the Bishops, and the discussion 
was only an incident in their stay. 
Bishops’ night will long be memorable 
in the annals of the Social Union. 
Some of the Bishops were reminiscent, 
calling up their salad days when they 
were serving Cincinnati charges back 
in the ante-bellum dates. Bishop 
Walden’s return to his home diocese 
brought two hundred Cincinnati 
Methodists together under Dr. Hart- 
zell’s hospitable roof. 

These short days find the preachers 
busy taking their inventories and 
making a mental appraisement of 
all their stock on hand. 





CONSECRATION OF DEACON- 
ESSES. 


A generous audience gathered at 
Tremont Street Church on Monday 
evening, Dec. 7, to witness a service 
new to New England, and which had 
been looked forward to with solicitude 
and interest as a point of departure for 
the deaconess work. The ladies who 
were presented for this occasion, and 
who had taken the two years’ prepara- 
tory course to fit them for their special] 
work, were Miss Mary E. Lunn, long 
known as the efficient and well-nigh 
indispensable superintendent, Miss 
Clara M. Organ, Mrs. Helen E 
Whelen, and Miss Jennie H. Morrison. 
If those who were familiar with the 
faithful, patient and self-denying work 
of these ladies had contributed of their 
knowledge for the benefit of the 
audience, there would have been 
evoked, doubtless, the warmest en- 
thusiasm. As it was, if ever the bless- 
ing of Divine Providence rested mani- 
festly on any occasion, or if ever His 
Spirit brooded over an audience, it did 
in this auspicious service. As the dea- 
conesses fiied into the church, there 
was no cloistered air about them, but 
simply, modestly and cheerfully they 
entered and were seated. They were 
all habited in plain black, the four who 
were to be consecrated wearing each a 
white carnation, emblematic, it is fair 
to assume, of the fact that they pledged 
to the work before them the white 
flower of a consecrated life. 

The exercises were chaste and simple 
to the last degree. A prescribed form 
of ritual was followed, and consisted 
chiefly of singing, prayer by Rev. W. 
I. Haven, reading of responsive selec- 
tions under charge of Presiding Elder 
Chadbourne, an address by Rev. W. N. 
Brodbeck, presentation of candidates 
by Rev. W. R. Clark, D. D., consecrat- 
ing prayer and address to the candi- 
dates by Bishop Foster, and presenta- 
tion of certificates by Dr. Brodbeck as 
chairman of Conference Board. Dr. 
Brodbeck’s address to the people, 
which was a clear exposition of the 
work and relations to the church of the 
deaconesses, wil) appear in full in the 
Deaconess Home Journal, and will be 
eminently worth reading. Bishop Fos- 
ter spoke with much feeling, and em- 


phasized the fact that both the preacher 
and the church members were not re- 
leased from their duties and functions 
by the presence of a deaconess, and 
that the chureh was crowded full of 
work forall. While the deacone:ses 
might well ameliorate the condition of 
the sick and the indigent in our midst, 
the church members themselves must 
not stay their hands, but work the 
harder. 

The four deaconesses, kneeling at the 
altar, sang sweetly Miss Havergal’s 
‘** Consecration Hymn,” amidst a hushed 
audience, and with prayer and bene- 
diction closed one of the sweetest, most 
impressive, and most spiritually elevat- 
ing services it were possible to imagine.
